Under these cir-
cumstances, a paper manufacturer applied to
the British Government, some time ago, re-
questing that steps should be taken to pro-
euro information where 2 supply could be
obtained, and the Tredsury tlmught the mat
ter so importaiit, that they laid it before the
Foreign office, and the Foreign Secretary im-
mediatély caused a circular to be sent to
the consular ts abroad, directing them
to make iqairiés whether any ‘dubstanee of
a fibrous and glutinous nature, adapted  to
the making of paper, were produced or could
~be obtaived at a
‘ where they resided. Answers have not -yet

Rustia lins unconditionally rejected the pro-
posals of the Four Powers. A Cabinet Coun-
cil was immediately held at Vienna on the
reception of the Russian reply, and it was
believed both “the Austrian and Swedish
Ambassadors would be recalled from 8Bt Pe-
tersburg.
